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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 82 requires a fluted outer periphery with sharp ends, while claims 83-85 
require recessed notches with sharp edges. Applicant fails to relate these claim 
limitations to the drawings which supposedly support the claims. It is unclear how 
applicant is distinguishing between merely an edge versus a sharp edge from the 
drawings. Even a cylinder has a 90 degree edge between the side wall and end wall, 
which may be sharp.
